Democrats' Truman

WASHINGTON 
Will American 
history repeat itself after the span 
of 124 years? Will the House of 
Representatives 
elect 
the 
next 
president of the United States? 
The (lection of a president by 
the House has been a closed book 
for generations, 
but nonetheless 
the Constitution provides, and the 
possibility 
exists, 
that 
it 
may 
happen again. 
For the first time in 24 years a 
serious drive is underway to throw 
the election into the House. Four 
major parties are in the field to 
split the vote cast for president 
and vice president in the Novem ­ 
ber general election. 
One of 
them, 
the Dixiecrata, 
hopes that the multitude of parties 
this year will prevent any candi­ 
date from obtaining a m ajority of 
the nation's 531 electoral votes. In 
that event, it would be up to the 
House 
to 
elect 
a 
president 
in 
January. 
The Southern 
Dem ocrats who 
have baited the Truman-Barkley 
ticket 
have 
nominated as 
their 
candidates Gov. J. Strom Thur­ 
mond of South Carolina for presi­ 
dent and Gov. Fielding L. W right 
of Mississippi for vice president. 
They hope that the race be­ 
tween President Harry S. Truman, 
the 
regular 
Democratic 
p a r t y 
nominee, 
and 
Gov. 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey of New York, the Republi­ 
can presidential choice, will be so 
close that the House will have to 
make the final selection. 
• 
• 
• 
IN THAT EVENT, the South 
hopflfeto exercise a veto power 
and help select the next president. 
The Thurmond-Wright ticket is 
dedicated to states’ rights and op­ 
position to federal imposition of 
civil rights below the Mason-Dixon 
line. Further splitting the vote is 
the third party Progressive ticket 
of Henry A. Wallace for president 
and Senator Glen Taylor of Idaho 
for vice president. 
The strength of the south’s po­ 
sition, if the election is thrown 
into the House, lies in the fact 
that tile voting for president is by 
states, with each state delegation 
casting only a single vote.

Thus, New York, the most popu­ 
lous state, with 47 electoral votes, 
and 
South 
Carolina, 
with 
only 
eight electoral votes, would both 
wield the same strength when the 
ballots are cast. 
The last House election occurred 
in 1825 
It resulted in the selec­ 
tion of a minority candidate, John 
Quincy Adams, who received less 
popular votes than his opponent, 
Andrew Jackson. 
Adams won the contest because 
the south failed to agree upon one 
candidate, splitting its vote among 
Jackson, Henry Clay of Kentucky 
and Crawford of Georgia. 
In the event Truman, Dewey, 
’Wallace or Thurmond failed to re­ 
ceive 268 electoral votes in No­ 
vember, the House w-ould vote for 
a president on Jan. 6, 1949. 
The vote would be for the three 
candidates who received the most 
electoral votes. 
All others would 
be eliminated, as provided in the 
Twelfth Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, adopted in 1804. 
The candidate receiving a m a­ 
jority of the vote w-ould be de­ 
clared the president. If no candi­ 
date obtained a majority on the 
first ballot, the House would con­ 
tinue balloting until someone did. 
The Constitution makes no pro­ 


vision on what shall be done in the 
event of a deadlock, other than 
that 
the Twentieth 
Amendment 
provides that lf a president shall 
not have been chosen by Jan. 20, 
Inauguration Day, the vice presi­ 
dent shall serve temporarily. 
Failure of any vice presidential 
candidate to receive a majority of 
electoral votes would throw the 
election into the Senate, where the 
two highest on the list would be 
voted 
on. 
Otherwise, 
the 
pro­ 
cedure is the sam e as in the House. 
The last vice president chosen by 
the Senate was in 1837. 
The Dixiecrats hope to roll up 
150 electoral votes for the Thur- 
mond-JVnght ticket. If their am ­

realized, 
the

would probably have to make the 
final choice. 
The last serious talk of a House 
election occurred in 1924 when the 
late Senator Robert M. LaFollette, 
of Wisconsin, broke with the Re­ 
publican party and ran for presi­ 
dent on the Progressive ticket. His 
Republican opponent was Calvin 
Coolidge, who found no difficulty 
in obtaining a majority in the 
electoral

Dixiacrats' Thurmond 
ton K Wheeler (D ), Montana, re­ 
ceived approximately five million 
popular votes, they won the elec­ 
toral votes of only L aFollette’s 
home state of Wisconsin. 
Whether the Dixiecrata will be

seen. So far, they are sure only 
of the l l electoral votes of Ala­ 
bama and the nine electoral votes 
of Mississippi.

Four years ago a 
similar "revolt" against the late 
President Roosevelt fizzled out.

THERE IS A strong opposition 
in the south to the civil rights

Before nominating the Truman- 
Barkley 
ticket,

Philadelphia called for enactm ent 
of legislation assuring fair em ­ 
ployment, abolition of poll taxes, 
federal punishment for lynchings,

no segregation 
of Negroes 
and whites in the armed forces. 
Opposition to this program may 
influence individual electors in the 
south to vote for the Thurmond- 
Wright 
ticket 
even 
though 
the 
popular vote in their states is cast 
for Truman and Senator Alben 
Baikley of Kentucky. 
There is ample precedent for 
their doing so. 
The most note­ 
worthy example of this occurred 
in 1796 when Thomas Jefferson 
lost the presidency because three 
electors chosen to vote for him 
cast their ballots Instead for John 
Adams. Consequently, Adams was 
elected president by a vote of 71 
to 68. 
In 1912, the Republican electors 
of South Dakota voted for Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, then a third party 
candidate on the Progressive or 
Bull Moose ticket, Instead of for 
the regular Republican party can- 
lidate, President William Howard 
Taft.

Soviet-sector pro- Com m unist 
police trailed the mob idly and 
m ade no effort to halt them, 
At the sam e time, the Soviet- 
licensed press, e c h o i n g t h e 
Moscow line, launched a hitter 
attack against United Nations 
Secretary-General Trygve Lie.

Soy beans a re not difficult to

aoli much of what this year's 
vegetable# have removed from It, 
thus preventing the soil from be­ 
coming depleted. 
Soybean plants, illustrated In 
the accompanying Garden-Graph, 
make a splendid soil-improving 
crop. Few, lf amy, annual crops 
have more power to loosen and 
mellow the soil. 
Soybeans are not difficult to 
^grow. but when they are being 
%.planted for the first time it is 
Advisable to Inoculate the seed* 


crop 
yields 
more than one untreated. Buying 
certified 
seed 
is 
another 
pre­ 
caution. 
Soybeans, when g r o w n 
for 
"green manure,” should be turned 
under while young, for when a 
legume crop becomes seedy the 
nitrogen is already on its way 
o u t 
Roots and stems of over­ 
mature crop also are more fibrous 
and tough and require a longer 
time to decompose when turned 
under. 
Many gardeners plant rye be­ 
tween garden rows that are va­ 
cated during September. It grows 
rapidly, as illustrated, and can be 
sown any time before freezing 
weather arrives. Rye can be sown 
fairly thickly and then 
raked 
lightly into the soiL 
Any of the 
cover crops or 
grecn-manure

Be. ause of the high prices of 
c rn and other feeds during the 
g f in shortage, it costs m any 
farm ers 40 c e n t s a pound or 
more to put those ex tra pounds 
of beef on feeder cattle 
Rut. according to L. A. Best. 
Pickax as County Agrirultural 
agent, there is a way to c u t 
feed rests more than half-feed 
r o m f o b s instead of h a y o r 
corn. 
Much experim ental work 
in 
feeding corncobs to beef c a t t l e 
has bee n conducted at the Ohio 
agricultural experim ent station. 
This work has shown that cobs, 
fed properly,, are worth 
t w o - 
thirds as much as shelled corn, 
pound for pound, for a 150 d a y 
feeding period. 
Many fa rm e rs are now f i r m 
believers in the advantages o f 
“ corncob beef.’’ It m akes p ra c ­ 
tical use of the thousands of cobs 
farm ers have as by-pro d u c t s 
each year, and one fa rm e r esti­ 
m ated that cobs are worth $25 a 
ton when corn is $1 a bushel. 
Nutritionists working a t t h e 
University of Wisconsin agricul- 
tuial experim ent station, found 
onp fault wuth the hayless a n d 
cornless ration--it w as deficient 
in vitam in A. This vitam in 
I s 
essential to best feeding results. 
But hay added to the r a t i o n 
m akes up for the Vitamin A d e­ 
ficiency.

THU THICK in feeding c o b s 
according to one corn cob boos­ 
ter is to add m ore than the nor­ 
mal am ount of protein. M a n y 
farm ers don’t feed enough p r o ­ 
tein for a well-balanced ration 
anyway. 
Cobs are cellulose, like straw 
or oat hulls. Any farm er w h o 
has roughed cattle thru the Win­ 
ter knows they will do fair I y 
well on good roughage. And old 
tim e cattle feeders alw ays feed 
some straw to “ whiten the fat,” 
Best said. 
Put the cobs and oil m eal i n 
the bunk dry. Dilute m olasses 
w ith two pails of w ater and pour 
over the cobs and meal. Fork it 
a few tim es to mix it. This diet 
is fed in the m orning; the hay is 
fed alone at night. 
Cattle on this ration appear to 
ca rry a solid finish, and give the 
appearance of being on a full 
feed of corn.
